- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required betow concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's attorneys discussed with examiner the merits of their 
invention. They also presented arguments of how their inventive method (pending claims 1-16 of 2/12/04) overcame 
the Office Action (rejections of 2/7/2006) and the prior art of record (See art above: Heilman, Teirstein, Lichtenstein.) 
Specifically Applicants attorneys stated that their inventive method did not rely on the use of mechanical structures to 
control the pressure differences in the structure as does art of record. Applicant's attorneys also stated that their 
method's ability to maintain these pressure differences to prevent leeks and flowback is a novelty of their invention. 
Examiner informed Applicant's attorneys that the prior art of record anticipated the pending claims as written because 
all claim limitations were met and the interpretation of the prior art satisfied all claim limitations. Examiner stated, in 
response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted 
that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., maintaining pressure differentials in the argued fashion to prevent 
inadvertant fluid flow are not recited in the rejected claims). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims .Examiner suggested to applicant's 
attorneys that they incorporate limitations into the claims where they feel their novelty lies . 
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
